PURGE’ OUTLINED 


Three-Way Check on Per- 


sons Eligible to Vote Is 
Planned by Two Groups. 


Fulton county’s board of regis- 
trars and a committee of Fulton 

county election managers yester- 
day agreed upon a joint program 
to bring the city and county reg- 
istration lists up to date. 

A three-point program was de- 
cided upon, with others to be add- 
@d later as the problem demands. 

Under the plan evolved yester- 
day are the following major pro- 
visions: 

1. Registrars will compile by 
wards, precincts and districts 
the names of all those who 
failed to vote in the September 
14 state primary and then at- 
tempt to establish their where- 
abouts and voting status. 

Personal Canvass, 

2. Names of those remaining 
after the first check of the lists 
will then be turned over to elec- 
tion managers, most of them vet- 
erans at the job. The managers 
will make a personal canvass of 
their precincts and districts to 
try to establish the whereabouts 
of those who were not found by 
registrars. 

3. A third check of those stil] 
not located will then be done by 
registrars, and the return post- 
card method will be used in try- 
ing to reach them for a third 
time. The card also will be 
utilized in such a manner that 
the person living at the address 
to which it is sent will be able 
to provide registrars with the 
voter's correct address in the 
event it is known by the per- 
son now living there. 

W. W. Gaines, chairman of the 
registrars, opposed a suggestion 
that the purge be made a WPeaA 
project, and also held that mor- 
tality records kept by Atlanta and 
Fulton county, now used to check 
the registration lists, would be 
more effective and more complete 
than a mandatory report monthly 
by morticians, as had been pro- 
posed, 

Unclaimed Mailings. 

Frank Kempton, of the Fulton 
County Daily Report, legal pub- 
lication, told the meeting that 900 
pieces of literature on the bonds 
were sent to those on the county 
registration lists in East Point and 
that 250 came back, and that of 
600 sent to Hapeville, 125 were 
returned unclaimed. 

Postal notations on each was 
that the person had moved and 
left no forwarding address. 

Mayor Eugene King, of Hape- 
ville, a member of the commit- 
tee of election managers, thumbed 


through the list and himself ac- | 


counted for half a dozen of the 
number. They had moved else- 
where or had moved out of the 
county. A quick check, however, 
showed they had paid their 1937 
taxes from the old addresses and 
were thus qualified to vote in all 
1938 elections and primaries. 

Gaines recalled that candidates 
had notified him that much of 
their literature had been return- 
ed because of “faulty” addresses, 
“probably for the same cause.” 

“Purge” Recalled. 

He said that several years ago 
the names of more than 3,300 per- 
sons were dropped from the rolls 
in a purge of lists, but that on 
election day a large number of 
them showed they were qualified 
to vote. 

The board and committeemen 
agreed to request attaches of the 
tax assessor's office, where — all 
registrations take place, to insist 
that all women give their maiden 
names, if married, when registe! 
ing, and that they post their cor- 
rect ages. 

Registration clerks, however, 
pointed out that many women had 
refused to register for the last pri- 
mary when their correct ages 
were demanded, and that others, 
quite apparently past middle age, 
gave ages much younger and stuck 
to it even when reminded they 
were making a declaration under 
oath. 

The problem of keeping track of 
of the county to another are yet 
addresses commanded consider- 
able discussion, and means of get- 
ting the correct addresses of per- 
sons who move from one section 
to be worked —".

The latest of these studies asked 
yoters throughout the nation 
whether they thought the time had 
come to give up the present Re- 
publican and Democratic parties 
and have two new ones—one for 
conservatives, the other for liber- 
als. The vote was 70 per cent 
“no,”” 30 per cent “yes.” 

This vote, which would indicate 
that no majority § dissaisfaction 
exists with the present party la- 
bels, is not surprising in view of 
the fact that Institute studies show 
more real difference between Re- 
publican and Democratic party 
sentiment today than has probably 
existed in many years. The differ- 
ence lies in the fact that the two 
parties are today serving as ve- 
hicles of expression for widely di- 
vergent income groups. 

The Institute's studies show, for 
example, that the lower-income | 
voters, particularly in the north, | 
now look upon the Democratic | 
party as their vehicle for political 
expression, while the upper in- 
come groups fall in with the Re-' 
publican party.

PLANTING TO PROSPER 

The records, now reaching Athens, of the 
county winners in The Constitution's “Plant- 
to-Prosper” campaign, provide one of the most 
inspiring and reassuring collections of data 
that have been observed in Georgia. 

For they tell the story of all those 6,128 
Georgia farmers who, sincerely and intelligent- 
ly, have tried this year so to operate their 
farms they shall come nearer to the economic 
ideal of producing, on their own acres, all they 
and their families and their livestock need for 
healthy sustenance, and producing, on excess 
acres, those crops which will bring cash revenue 
home from market. 

Georgia, together with the rest of the south, 
must achieve a proper balance between mod- 
ern agriculture and constructive industry if this 
section of the country is to realize its oppor- 
tunities and solve those economic problems 
which have, in recent months, received so much 
national publicity. 

Basically, Georgia will always remain a pri- 
marily agricultural state. The chief interest 
and principal concern of her people always 
has been, and must remain, in a prosperous 
agriculture, 

The “Plant-to-Prosper” campaign has serv- 
ed, perhaps in more effective manner than 
any previous undertaking, to awaken Georgia 
farmers and inspire them to intense and con- 
structive effort toward that manner of farm- 
ing they must pursue if they are to build real 
and permanent prosperity for themselves, for 
their communities and for tho state. 

The records show 6,128 farmers took part in 
this campaign. They operated more than 1,000.- 
000 acres of land in 146 of the state’s 159 coun- 
ties. There will be winners in each county, in 
addition to those who take the honors for their 
congressional districts and the winners in the 
state-wide final judgings. 

Yet, in the truest sense, every one of the 
6.128 who participated has already won the 
most important prize. That is the improve- 
ment in his farm, his methods of farming and 
the new knowledge that has come to him 
through the studies and the practices he has 
made this year. 

When so many Georgia farmers are earnest- 
ly striving to advance as rapidly as they can 
along this road to selfmade, and independent, 
prosperity, the future of Georgia is not so dark 
as some would paint, nor is any state problem, 
economic, social or financial, impossible of so- 
lution in the not distant future, 


WANTED—A G. 0. P. LEADER 

In all the speculation about the national 
elections in 1940, and their outcome, there has 
been one angle largely overlooked. That is, 
who will become the standard bearer for the 
Republican party in that year. 

The gains by the Republicans in the recent 
elections were all the more remarkable when it 
is realized they were achieved practically with- 
out national leadership. True, the party had 
locally powerful leaders in many states where 
they gained the majority vote, but from the 
national viewpoint no one man has yet arisen, 
in the old party, to take the place of leadership 
which has so long been vacant. 

It is too early, as yet, to know what Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his advisers will formulate 
as a political policy for the next two years. 
Conservative Democrats have hoped that the 
election outcome would bring about the down- 
fall of the extreme radical group of the New 
Deal. But the New Dealers themselves have in- 
terpreted the election results for their own en- 
couragement, in many ways, and even President 
Roosevelt is reported to have expressed the hope 
that the “progressive Democrats” would remain 
within the inner councils of the party. 

If the trend, as shown in this year's ballot 
boxes, continues for the next two years, there is 
& possibility that the Republicans will capture 
the administrative office in 1940. They cannot 
hope to do this, however, without genuinely in- 
spired, and inspiring, leadership. 

Therefore, both Democrats who are already 
girding for the battle two years hence, and Re- 
publicans with hopes new sprung, must watch 
with intense interest the advancing or receding 
fortunes, in nation-wide esteem, of those lead- 
ers in various Republican states who may be 
listed today as potential standard bearers in a 
national campaign. 

And, on the quality and strength of this yet- 
to-be-developed Republican leadership, must 
largely hinge the answer to that urgent Demo- 
cratic question, will Roosevelt ‘seek a third 
term? If the party is convinced that the Re- 


publicans have placed a strong candidate in 
the race, at the 1940 convention, it is altogether 
probable the Democrats will accep* Roosevelt, 
once again as their nominee, on the theory he is 
the only man capable of carrying the party 
cause to victory. 


PLANNED IN ADVANCE 

On April 27 last the German government 
prepared to confiscate Jewish property under 
the plan now placed in operation after the 
death of an embassy attache in Paris at the 
hands of a Polish Jew. 

The assassination or comparable incident 
had been awaited since that time, and so today 
a large portion of the total Jewish capital in 
Germany is in process of being: expropriated to 
bolster shrinking state revenues. It need not 
be expected that it will be the last “fine” to be 
levied. 

In football parlance, the occurrence of April 
27 “set up” the play which has now been made 
as the “opening” came. It was in the form of 
a decree requiring the registration of all bank 
balances, savings accounts, bonds, stocks, real 
estate and other property owned by Jewish fam- 
ilies. This had the effect of locating definitely 
the funds which the government then had ap- 
parently determined to seize. It also precluded 
the export of any funds by families preparing 
to flee the terror which had then been deepen- 
ing over a period of years. 

So that today the German government is 
enriched by approximately $400,000,000, plus the 
insurance funds for damage to Jewish shops, 
repairs of which must be paid directly by Jew- 
ish owners, who after January 1 cannot own 
the businesses which they must repair for the 
new “Aryan” owners. It could be termed a neat 
trick if it were not for the dishonesty of the 
action. But honesty cannot be expected from a 
regime which derives its strength in ways which, 
in normal civilization, are abhorrent. 

The whole question stemming from these 
latest incidents is one which the world of free 
nations must solve quickly or otherwise aban- 
don. There has been a considerable movement 
toward facilitating the emigration of the Ger- 
man Jews, yet in actual practice little has been 
done because of the refusal of nations to relax 
immigration barriers to the extent necessary if 
the body of refugees is to be absorbed. 

However, there are sections of the world 


which could be built up by a heavy immigration. 


notably in the British colonies or mandated 
lands. It would not be an imposition but an 
aid to the empire and the sole question would 
be one of financing the wholesale emigration 
and establishment of the project, in which it 
might be expected that other countries would 
contribute to solve the question of persecuted 
peoples in the name of the simple humanities. 
It can no longer be expected that Germany will 
permit any export of capital by Jews—the cap- 
ital will be as quickly expropriated as possible. 
It therefore devolves about the peoples of the 
world who cannot countenance this. brutal 
persecution to make quick provision for their 
relief, 

The British have advanced the colonization 
venture in apparent good faith. Its success 
will be dependant upon the co-operation of 
other nations.

CREATED NEWS 


It is the function of a newspaper to bring 
the news of the world to its readers. Not often 
does it fall to the lot of any paper to actually 
create news. In the general sense, that would 
be worse than unethical, it would be dishonest 
and vicious. 


Yet there are occasions when a newspaper 
itself makes news. 

The Charlotte (N. C.) News distributed an 
issue containing 172 pages, on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 15. And, when any paper-can fill 172 full 
pages with news, features, pictures, comment 
and advertising, that is, in the fullest sense of 
the word, news. To the publishing fraternity, 
at least. 

The occasion was in celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of first publication of the 
Charlotte paper. It marked the end of a half- 
eentury of tremendous service to the city and 
community, a service probably not compre- 
hended in full by the people who have bene- 
fited, not even fully realized by the makers 
of the paper themselves. 

Fifty years is a ripe age for man or for any 
of his institutions. Yet it is only necessary to 
glance over a few of those 172 pages to realize 
that the spark of youth and the genius of en- 
thusiasm is still the vital factor in the suc- 
cess of The News.

THE GOOD OLD DAYS 
(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 

Those pensive souls who yearn for the days 
that are gone must have been completely over- 
whelmed by that story recently about the in- 
finitesimal tax rate that prevailed in St. Louis in 
1820. 

The tax levy which Auguste Chouteau and 
Thomas Hart Benton paid on their real estate, 
slaves and cattle was only 35 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars, approximately an eighth of what we 
pay today. And there is reason to suspéct that 
assessments were lower then in proportion to real 
value than they are in these days when the re- 
tention of assessments out of keeping with smoke- 
shrunken real estate values amounts to an exer- 
cise in fiscal levitation. 

Yet government in St. Louis in 1820, despite 
all this, was fo bargain. Very few of the bene- 
fits of government that we take for granted were 
our ancestors’ to enjoy. For example, the ab- 
sence of adequate sanitary regulations and sew- 
age facilities contributed to outbreaks of Asiatic 
cholera which took in one year as high as 4,000 
lives, the toll in St. Louis in 1849. 

The St. Louis of 1938—taxes and all—is pref- 
erable to that of 1820. We take our stand with 
Burton Rascoe in this matter. The literary critic, 
irked with a friend who sighed, “It wasn't like 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

HIS PEOPLE NEED HIM WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—There is

the supreme court before the new year. At four score and two. 
Louis Dembitz Brandeis has lived the great life. In his youth, he 
competed with the best in the bustling market place. In his middle 
years, he served the men and women of his state, nobly demon- 
strating the nature of practical citizenship. In his old age, on the 
high bench, he has been the wise and meditative conscience of his 
country. 

His step is still firm, his eye still clear. But his heart is heavy, 
for now his people need him. Now he may leave the seclusion of 
a. study and the courtroom, to lead his people in their hour of 
need. 

For a generation he has acted as the father confessor of Ameri- 
can Jewry, giving to Zionism and similar movements most of the 
hours he could spare from the court. In these last months, when 
Zionism has run on the rock of racial hatred in Palestine, when the 
final paroxysm of savagery has seized the rulers of the German 
Reich, his people have flocked to him for aid. Not long ago, he 
broke his calm routine to spend an hour with the President, dis- 
cussing Palestine and other Jewish problems. Now, as the one man 
whom all can trust, he may step down from the bench to become 
the leader of the Zionists, and perhaps of those who are organizing 
the flight of Jews from Germany. 

Rumors of Justice Brandeis’ resignation have been current be- 
fore, but they have always been founded on the notion that he 
would like to retire. Retirement, while there is work to be done 
and he has the ability to do it, is not in Brandeis’ character. But 
to leave one work to do another—that is a different matter. He 
may well decide to remain on the court, but now at least he has an 
alternative to consider. 


STILL FRANKFURTER Brandeis’ decision may be influenced 

by the fact that, if he resigns, his old 
friend and disciple, Felix Frankfurter, is all but certain to be ap- 
pointed in his place. The chief argument against naming Frank- 
furter to the vacancy left by Justice Cardozo is that, with Brandeis, 
he would make a second justice from Massachusetts. Should Bran- 
deis leave the court, the President could not resist the pressure to 
name Frankfurter, now coming with equal force from the best men 
on the right and left of American public life. 

The fact that Brandeis’ resignation would insure his appoint- 
ment does not mean that Frankfurter no longer has the best chance 
to succeed Cardozo, if Cardozo’s place alone is vacant. Frankfurter 
remains the chief candidate. Since the election, to be sure, there 
has been much talk of Governor Frank Murphy, of Michigan. Re- 
cently Murphy replied to it with the announcement that he would 
definitely return to private law practice. And one of the reasons 
for his reply was that he is a strong supporter of Frankfurter.

America imports not as much now as in previous years and the 
amount imported in one year is not quite one week's supply out 
of the entire year. Most of the Thunder about imported beef from 
the Argentine is for political effect. Who eats it? And why? 

“I agree with Secretary of State Hull,” said the secretary of 
agriculture. “Would they have us not trade at all with South 
America? Have they not seen what happens when the totalitarian 
countries, with their cheap labor, obtain a foothold in a country? 
They are seeking to obtain one in our great trade cénters of South 
America. We sell them a great deal more than they sell us. The 
beef they can is superior beef. We put ‘canner cows’ into cans. 
They put alfalfa-fed cattle. It is some competition but the amount 
is small; the trade balance is favorable.” 

While no one likes to think of our imported canned beef, the 
economists long had pointed out that if we can, in dealings with 
nations, buy that product which is produced cheaply and quickly, 
and sell them some of our products which are produced at great 
cost and in long hours of production, we gain many, many work 
hours and an advantage in trade. The canned beef, which in one year 
is not quite one week's supply on the American market, is pro- 
duced, canned and shipped cheaper than we can can it and sell it 
at home. In return we sell to South America machinery, auto- 
mobiles, shoes and other articles which require long hours of pro- 
duction and expensive labor. The importation of canned beef is 
to be regretted, but it is a peanut whistle issue. We must buy to sell,

Where Comments Make 
His Face Red 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Twenty-five years ago, when movies and automobiles were fare 
in rural regions and the radio had not yet appeared, a certain vil- 
lage retained numerous characteristics of the old frontier settle- 
ments, 

Men with little else to do pitched horseshoes or engaged in trials 
of strength, and on Saturdays, when moonshine liquor was avail- 
able, the lone policeman’s job included breaking up fist fights on 
Main street. 

The battlers were not boys, but mature men who had families, 
bank accounts and social standing. They disagreed about some trifle, 
exchanged impolite words, and came together swinging. The winner 
gained prestige and the loser fared almost as well, for people could 
say of him, in truth and honest admiration, “He'll fight you!” 

The same kind of people live in the village now, but customs 
have changed. Grown men no longer fight. 

There may be many reasons for the change, but the chief ex- 
planation is the change in public opinion. The !ast time two solid 
citizens locked horns and rolled on the sidewalk, the general com- 
ment was unflattering. Witnesses even used the word “disgust- 
ing.” And the combatants, sensing the disapproval of their neigh- 
bors, felt ashamed. 

It was a similar revulsion of feeling that ended dueling in the 
east and the pranks of badmen in the west. No custom or form of 
behavior can survive public scorn. No matter how tough a man may 
be, so long as he retains a normal measure of pride, he won't con- 
tinue a practice that makes people look down on him. Next to ridi- 
cule, the most puissant weapon known to man is contempt. 

Why, then, is public opinion so often ineffectual? Simply be- 
cause it hasn’t jelled or become vocal or developed in sufficient 
quantity to be noticed. 

For some reason, which psychologists may be able to explain, 
Americans seem to have lost their capacity for moral indignation. 
They aren’t more tolerant, but only more indifferent. And when 
they aren't indifferent, they are more discreet. They are reluctant 
to stick their necks out. 

There is nothing wrong with America that public opinion can't 
cure. But public opinion, to be effective, must be informed, rea- . 
sonable, and possessed of enough backbone to speak out in meeting. -

MY DAY At Ohio University 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


EN ROUTE TO NEW YORK CITY—This morning, on a train 
speeding toward New York city, I awoke to my first snow scene 
of the year. It certainly was beautiful—fields, bushes, and trees 
all covered with white, and gleaming in the sun. - a 
How I love every aspect of our countryside 
where every season has its own particular beauty! 

But I must go back to tell you of one more 

WPA project which I saw yesterday in Colum- 
bur, Ohio, and which I think really important. 
The idea was evolved by Ohio State University. 
I have seen the same thing in one other state 
university in Baton Rouge, La. There, the Gov- 
ernor simply pointed out to me as we drove by 
how they were using the space under their 
stadium for housing, so it made less of an im- 
pression than it did yesterday. The project in 
Columbus, Ohio, has been developed with WPA 
work and for that reason I visited it and saw 
how really practical it is. 

In some ways I am a spendthrift, in other ways I am a hard- 
headed and economical person. I have always looked at our mar- 
velous stadiums, which almost every college of any size builds, 
and wondered if there was not some way in which they could be 
utilized during a greater part of the year. After all, the football 
games which fill them with spectators, do leave them empty a 
good many days. Yesterday, at Ohio State University, I found the 
answer. 

They are using the space under the stadium to house students 
who find the financial burden of college a little more than they 
can carry. To be admitted to these quarters, which are known as 
“The Tower Club.” carries considerable distinction. You are ac- 
cepting no chari for your grades must be better than “B,” and 
you pay your own way. It only requires about $20 a month to do 
this. The kitchen, du room, and dormitories are well venti- 
lated, lighted and heated. I can’t say that as yet much has been 
done to. make this particular college housing experiment attractive 
and homelike, but that may come. It is certainly a practical and 
healthy way to eat, sleep and work your way through college. 

My congratulations go to Ohio State University, WPA in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and the boys themselves, who have made this project 
uccess ful. 
: Now for a word about one other thing which has been brought 
to my attention. It may seem very different from the WPA project, 
but they have one thing common. Both of them appeal to the 
Imagination. 

Do you know about the temple of religion which is being built 
at the World's Fair in New York city? This building will not rep- 
resent one form of religion, but will stand as a symbol of all re- 
ligions. In the words of Mr. William Church Osborn, it is designed 
to show: “Our common belief in God, a epee recognition of the 
influences of religion on what we have achieved, and a beacon for 
the future.” It will be built by private contribution, but the fair 
has donated the site, and the architect’s plans seem to me beautiful
